From Ike South Bend Church. 

I believe there it bat one South 
Bend Brethren church jet, and 
that ia in the state ot Indiana. 
When there are more, we will 
always have to pat Indiana to 
ours. 

I am happy to report that we 
have a very pleasant little con- 
gregation here. We are not 
many in number, but I believe 
that we have as large a percent- 
age of working members as any 
church in the statu. We have 
preaching every Sunday morning 
at 11 a. id. and 7 p. in , and Sun 
day School at 10 and eong ser 
v,c-- at 6; 45 p.m. Bro. J. G. 
Ewing conducts the latter, and 
leads all our music, and he does 
it well- I don't believe that any 
pastor in the ootffttry has a bet- 
ter right hand man than I have 
in Bro. Ewing. We had a buei 
newu meeting a few weeks ago, 
at which he was ordained to the 
office of t Deacon, to which he 
had been called last fall. lie 
had previonsly been elected to 
the ministry, hot was not install- 
ed, and has never felt quite will 
ing to accept that calling, but 
has now accepted the duties of 
the deacon. These wore defined 
to hi in at the time of hie iustalla- 
tiou, to embrace an active inter- 
est in and oversight of all the 
secular affairs ot the church, and 
assisting the pastor in spiritual 
work and taking charge of meet- 
ings lor worship in the absence 
of the pastor ; with tall privilege 
to preach when the spirit moves, 
and such other duties as the gos- 
pel may demand. 

We have a rousing Sunday 
School which is growing in num- 
bers and interest every week. 
Sister Ewing teaches the in taut 
class, numbering from twenty to 
thirty, and Sister Garwood has 
the intermediate class. The Bi 
ble class is taught alternately by 
such of our members as can be 
persuaded to do so. Bro, Swing

We 
have a splendid bouse. Our 
good old brother, D. G. Ullery 
built it and gave it to ua. All it 
lacks is a pool for baptising. We 
need that, for we bare twice 
need the Christian church for 


that purpose since Mew Year. 
First a slater was baptised, and 
last Wednesday two yooog 
brethren. We extend the invi- 
tation at the close of every ser- 
vice, just m if we wers holding 
a protracted meeting; in fact we 
are trying to keep up a contin- 
ual revival. Of course we ean't 
keep np a constant enthusiasm 
as when Bro. Basbor was here, 
and we don't get a response 
every time, but we have bad two 
already, and we thank God and 
take courage. 

1 still go to Tiosa occasionally 
during the week, but hope soon 
to be relieved of that charge* 
Things are getting into a little 
better shape there now, but are 
not yet altogether lovely. There is 
some hope of getting Bro. Msl- 
lott to serve them. I bave also 
preached for the Portage Prairie 
church twice, and assisted Bro. 
Kittgers at two business meetings. 
Henceforth I shall not go away 
'rem home except in cases of 
"extreme necessity." Such cases 
I cannot and need not refuse. I 
am trying my hand at pastoral 
work and find plenty to do. 

We (not the church, but my fam- 
ily) have moved once again. Our 
address now is No. 156 E. Keasey 
St. where it is altogether possi- 
ble we may remain for a year or 
less. Gome and see us or write 
u letter. 

The Daily Tribune ot this city 
is veiy kind to us, and advertises 
our meetiuge gratuitously. To- 
day's issue contained the follow- 
ing items :

The gospel tem- 
perance meeting will be held in 
our house at 8 p. m. Everybody 
welcome. 

The ladies of the Brethren 
church have organized an aid 
society, which has been christen- 
ed "The Helping Hand." They 
meet once a week, and spend a 
lew hours working, manufactur- 
ing articles of needle work, mak- 
ing garments tor the poor, etc.
